IN THE CLAIMS 

In claim 20, line 3, "a" is deleted. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-20 are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that even though the 
prior art discloses communication systems wherein high-frequency data signals propagate over 
power transmission lines, with conductive coupling used to uncouple and couple the data signals 
from and to the power lines, the prior art fails to teach or reasonably suggest, regarding claims 1- 
10, a method for transmitting and receiving high-frequency data signals over power transmission 
lines comprising the step of coupling and uncoupling the high-frequency electrical data signals to 
a first end of a fiber optic cable, wherein the fiber optic cable is configured to isolate power 
transmission line voltages that may be conducted to the fiber optic cable, and regarding claims 
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1 1-20, a device for transmitting and receiving high-frequency data signals over power 
transmission lines, comprising a fiber optic cable connected to the light transducer, wherein the 
fiber optic cable is configured to isolate power transmission line voltages that may be conducted 
to the fiber optic cable, as set forth by the claimed combination. 

The optical isolator recited in Cern is an electronic device for noise isolation, whereas 
Summerhayes is concerned with transmitting locally generated sensor reading data from points 
along the power line to corresponding monitoring stations.
